Iioforonco is made to Ofa from Chief dated Fab, lb, 1961*, subject ihployeos of 
the Texas Book Depository, The Chief, in this memorandum, requested review of tho 
present employment at tho Texas Book Depository to ascertain if any employees have

Cthar Investigations <• - 

On Fob. 2h , 196U, the managers of each of tho buBinoeaaa located In the 
Texas School Book Depository Building wore interviewed re their precont enroll- 
ment of employees. This check indicated the following employees had left thoir 
employment at tho Texas Book Depository Building since tho assassinations 

(1) Kiss Joyce M. Stansbery, U3UU Potomac, Dallas, Texas, employee 
for American Book Co., Room 303* Kiss Stansbery was releasod by the 
American Book Co., who closed their office at the School Book 
Depository and who is now handling business through an answering 
service. Kies Stansbery was released from employmont on Jan. 20, 1961*. 

(2) Mrs. Sandra i&oreon, UOU 2. 9th St., Apt. 208, Dallas, Texas, Mrs, 
SLorson was employed by the McKillan Co., Room 302, and left her employ- 
ment voluntarily on 12-8-63. Mrs. SLorson was a "Kelly Girl" and not a 
regular employee of the KcKillan Co. The manager of the KcKillan Co. 
said Mrs. ilorson was schoduled to leave the company's employmont on 
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Docombar l5, 1963, however, ehe became pregnant and loft on Deo. 8, 

1963, which was a week early. 

(3) Mr. Rcy S. Truly, Director and Superintendent of Operations, Texas 
School Dook Depository, reported Mr. Harold Norman, 1(858 Beulah St., 

Dallas, Texas, as voluntarily leaving employment offoctive Jan. 1, 1961*. 

Mr. Norman was employed by the School Book Depository 0.3 an order filler. 
VJhon ha loft the organization he owod annoy to several porrons whom he 
worked with. Mr. Truly stated that Norman was released for Christmas 
vacation on Deo. 25, 1963* and due to report for work on Deo. 30, 1963. 

Mr. Truly stated ho did not report this day and called in and said that 
ho had located another position which paid moro money. Mr. Truly stated 
that Norman's employment was terminated effective 1-1-61*. Mr. Truly 
stated that Norman was earning about $1.25 per hour* working as an order 
filler at the School Book Depository. 

Investigation was conducted on Feb. 25, 196Li, at Norman's present place 
of employment, Foxboro Co., 11710 E. Northwoot Highway, Dallas, Texas, tolophono 
number DA 7-1*531. Investigation indicated that Norman started working at the 
Foxboro Company on Jon. 2, 196k, for wages of $260.00 per month. Norman was 
hired to replace a previous porter who died of a heart attack on Doc. 27, 1963. 
Investigation further indicated that Norman does not own an automobile j that 
his present address, 1*858 Beulah, is in a negro housing project and would not - 
be commensurate with any sudden affluence on the part ,of Norman. Since Norman 
loft the employ of the School Book Depository prior to January 1961* and also 
duo to the fact that there is no indication that he has shown evidence of undue 
affluence, he has not boon interviewed. An interview of Norman will be con- 
ducted, if requested by Chief *s Office. . • ?. 

DISPOSITION 

This phase of the investigation is closed. A tickler system will be sot up 
rolativa to poriodio chocks re enployees leaving their positions at the Texas School 
Book Depository and also to any undue affluenoe on the part of any employees at the 
Texas School Book Depository. 
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
